But only see the light. 
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The Back Yard Gardener 


By G. O. Olesen 


A week or two ago I mentioned 
winter mulching of strawberries. 
Since then I've heard that you can 
buy old cranberry vines in bales 
just like you buy straw. TPhese 
should make excellent mulch for 
strawberries and also for flower 
beds since they wor’t pack. I’ve 
been a little bit discouraged on the 


straw idea because it occasionally 
brings in so many new seeds. 

Another mighty important point 
in winter mulching—I suppose you 
already know it though—is to be 
sure to provide drainage for your 
flower beds.
